Are Announced Bv the 
Bov ernme nt. 

LoulBVllle with a score of 487 leads 
the towns in the state In the number 
and efficiency of the measures taken 
to control venereal diseases. Lexing- 
ton with a score of 377 Is second 
while Newport 138. Ashland 117. Pa- 
113, Owensboro 114 and Covtag- 
91 are next in order. Charleston 
561 points. Wheeling 348. Rich- 
mond 610, Baltimore 414. Chattanooga 
687, Memphis 578 and Oklahoma City 
706. 

These ratings are disclosed m a re- 
cent survey made by the U. S. Public 
Health Service of the 444 largest cit- 
ies of the country. The scores aro 
baaed upon a possible lflOO points. The 
data obtained were in answer to ap- 
proximately 300 questions regarding, 
medical, legal, educational and gen- 
eral cooperative measures in force in 
these communities on February 1. 
1920.. 

Authorities issuing the report call 
attention to the fact that the grades by 
no means Indicate the amount of 
venereal disease existing in these va- 
rious cities. Some cities may be grad- 
ed high because they have had so 
much venereal disease and prostitu- 
tion that It has been necessary to in- 
augurate vigorous measure for com- 
bating them, while some small cities 
may be graded low because it has 
seemed unnecessary to them to estab- 
lish clinics and adopt the other meas- 
ures for which high grades are award- 
ed. 

Portland, Oregon, with a grade of 
796 made the best showing. Six other 
cities grading over 700 are Salt Lake 
City, Orand Rapids. Des Moines. Ta- 
coma, San Francisco and Spokane. Of 
the ten cities classed as having 500,000 
or more Inhabitants. Detrot leads 
with a score of 894; Los Angeles Is 
second with «70 and New York third 
with 627. Baltimore Is sixth with 414 
and Chicago seventh with 40s. Wash- 
ington scored 474 points.

Lexlmrton Leaf Men Believe 

This Season Will Not Be As 
Bad As Many Had reared 
As to Prices Paid. 

Lexington. Ky.. Dec. 12.— The opin- 
ion is expressed by some of the lead- 
ing warehousemen and representative 
tobacco growers here, who has made 
a careful study of the hurley tobacco 
situation, that there will be no at- 
tempt on the part of the big manufac- 
turers to obtain the 1920 crop "for a 
song," as some of the growers seem to 
fear. Evidences of a light crop 
throughout the burley belt continue to 
be seen in reports from all parts of 
the burley district. 

J. Morgan Gentry. J. C. Stone and 
Dr. Samuel H. Halley. large growers 
of tobacco and warehousemen a,s well, 
expressed the conviction that the buy- 
ers would not care to kill deliberately 
their future source of supply by un- 
fairness toward the .tobacco growers 
this year for a temporary advantage. 
Half a dozen large growers inter- 
viewed expressed the opinion that the 
acreage next year would be consider- 
ably reduced in any event, each ten- 
ant planning what acreage he can 
care for himself without depending on 
expensive and not always dependanble 
labor to look after the crop. 

"The actual size of the present 
crop, in my opinion, will make good 
prices if the growers handle their to- 
bacco properly." Mr. Gentry said. 
"All the low grades bought last year 
by" brokers for foreign markets still 
are in their hands. Because of condi- 
tions in Europe there is no demand 
and will be no demand for that class 
of tobacco this year. The belief has

If growers dump on 
the market grades for which they 
know in advance there is no demand, 
they not only cut down the price of 
the good tobacco they offer, but the 
price of everybody else's tobacco." 

Doctor Halley said that in his twer 
ty-two yeraa or experience in the to- 
bacco market he had never seen a 
crop that weighed up so light as that 
of this year.

Washington, 1). ('. — In the opinion 
of Senator Penrose. Chairman of the 
Finance Committee, communicated to 
senatorial colleagues here and to in- 
fluential members of the W. jS and 
Means Committee,, no attempt should 
be made to repeal the excess protlt tax 
o ramend the revenue laws until the 
special sesiosu of Congress, which 
President - Elect Harding has an- 
nounced that he will call soon after 
March 4. 

Senator Penrose said that in his 
opinion anything that might be done 
by the Republican Congress along 
theBO lines would probably be vetoed 
by President Wilson, and, therefore, it 
would be a waste of time for the Re- 
publicans to attempt to carry into ef- 
fect party policies during the final 
months of tho Wilson administration. 

"It may be wise not only to repeal 
the excess profits tax, but to simplify 
tax rorms for the calendar year 1920" 
said Senator Penrose, "but 1 do not 
believe that the consensus of opinion 
in Congress would favor undertaking 
the repeal of any taxation schedules 
until tho Republicans enter into full 
control of the Government. I myself 
favor simplification of the tax forms 
so that the taxpayer can know what 
he has to report. I hope that we may 
do this before the taxpayers are re- 
quired to make the 1920 report." 

Senator Pennrose further indicated 
that no advantage could be gained by 
repealing the excess profits tax at the 
coming session, as Congress undoubt- 
edly would not favor repealing the tax 
for the calendar year 1920, and there 
was sufficient time to repeal it at the 
special session, when other features 
o fthe revenue law would be consider- 
ed and general revision might he un- 
dertaken. 

"There is such a demand from busi- 
ness men for repcnl of the excess 
profits tax, supplemented by the rec- 
ommendations of Treasury officials, 
that there is reason to believe that 
Congress will not delay action until 
the whole subject of tnx revision can 
be undertaken. It is the opinion of 
those concerned with taxation matters 
that this tax will be repealed early in 
the special session so that the tax 
need not be collected for 1921. This 
must bo done in the summer of 1921, 
or, according to Secretary Houston, it 
will be necessary to collect the tax 
for that calendar year. 

What Is puzzling the authorities Is 
how to find a substitute for this tax. 
There is no argument against its re- 
peal. In the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee last session, R. C. Lcfflngwell, 
then Assistant Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, suggested that the income tax 
might be increased to provide reve- 
nues coming from excess profits. This 
view was opposed by tho committee, 
which was nearly read to accept a 
tax on sales and real estate transfers. 
Many object to a sales tax. 

Another suggestion is to repeal the 
profits tax without trying to supply 
another source of revenue to take is 
place. In such a case the expenditures 
of Government must be reduced to a 
minimum. If this Is done, It Is argued 
there will be sufficient revenue to 
meet ordinary expenses of Govern- 
ment, but not toredeem the Treasury 
certificates and Victory notes in 1923, 
amounting In all to about (8,000,000. 

Some financial experts hold that 
these obligations should not be re- 
deemed, but should be refunded into

long-term bonds and canceled In fif- 
teen years, whon the condition of the 
Government will be such as to carry 
out the transaction without puttlnc 
such a burden on present-day tax- 
payers. 

Different schools of financiers will 
undoubtedly come Into conflict when 
the subject of tax revision comes up 
In Congress. Underlying the differ- 
ences, however, Is the general agree- 
ment that the excess profits taxe must 
be repealed. The struggle will come 
over whether a substitute tax Is neces- 
sary or whether the present situation 
can be taken care of by extending the 
period of indebtedness maturity.

While the farmer* In 
Kentucky who raised wheat In 1920 
obtained a yield somewhat less than 
the 10-year average, they more than 
made up for this on corn, which la 
considerably above the average. 

In the latest monthly statement of 
the Federal Keserve Bank of St. Loul* 
It la stated that the wheat yield for 
Missouri this year Is 12.B bushels poo 
acre as compared with 14.8 for the 10J 
year average. The Kentucky wheat 
yield this year Is 105 per acre as com- 
pared with 122 tor the 10-year aver- 
age. 

Missouri's corn yield this year to 
estimated by the TJ.
